It Is a 
little surprizing that the 
retest-reliability coeffici¬ 
ent and split-half reliabili¬ 
ty coefficient are so close 
to each other. It is also 
not clear whether the ssapleg 
used for tha establishing 
reliability ware independent 
or were drawn from the 600 
subjects used Ibr standard¬ 
ization. Nor it is clear 
whether the reliability was 
QStaU'ished before or after 
standardization. 

The manual repf'rt-s 
a concurrent v>>l:81ty coeffi¬ 
cient of 0*81 when the Hindi 
Version was oorrelcted with 
the Sngllsh Version.
